OUR POSITION AS TO THE IOS COMPANY 
The public is entitled to receive from every pub- 
lie utility they patronize a product of reasonable 
purity, honest weight and measure, prices that give 
the utility a fair profit, and courteous service. 
The public is entitled to these things from ev­ 
ery public service institution whether it be the rail­ 
road, a newspaper, hotels, telegraph companies, tele, 
phone companies, ice factories, and even mercan­ 
tile companies. 
When they do not get them they 
are entitled to have the condition remedied. 
In the past several issues of the Chief-Exponent 
we have curried a series of short articles calling the 
attention of the citizenship to the price® charged 
for ice in the city with the hope of being able to 
remedy the condition. 
The reason we have taken it 
up is because we believe that it is the sacred duty 
of a newspaper in so far as it is possible to protect 
the welfare of the citizenship by means of giving 
publicly to the facts which effect their interests 
and send out warning to the people when their 
interests are in jeopardy. 
The citizenship of Comanche are paying from 
15 to 60 per cent more for their ice than in any of 
the towns of smaller size and conditions nearby. 
The service is almost unbearably poor and in many 
instances the drivers are rankly discourteous. The 
ice is of inferior quality and the complaint against 
short weight is almost universal though the latter 
may be wholly unjust. 
In our city the ice business is well nigh a mo­ 
nopoly because no firm could scarce ship in ice and 
meet the competition and this is all the more reason 
why the public is entitled to protection from it. 
We feel that a frank statement of the facts is 
the best possible protection that can be given and 
while of course it will perhaps hurt the Chief-Ex­ 
ponent to some extent to show up the condition, 
we have no desire to temporize when the question of 
right and wrong is at stake.

Comanche Milling Company 


By E. KENNETH EVANS 
(Industrial Campaign Editor) 


One of the leading industries of Comanche and one which 
has made a wide effect 011 the agricultural districts and espe­ 
cially along the lines of wheat growing is the Comanche Mill­ 
ing Company which maintains an adequate market here for 
the wheat which comes into the city milling as much as is pos­ 
sible and handling the balance in other ways. 


The Comanche Clour milt was established here about two 
years ago by John I*. Hoff and recently purchased by W. A. 
and R. K. Shelton, both experienced millers. The building 
used by the flour mill was originally built for an oil mill for 
the handing of the cotton seed which came to the markets in 
Comanche. Jno. p. Hoff installed the machinery for the mill 
which throughout is the best class of machinery and capable of 
milling the best flour to be found on the market anywhere to­ 
day. 
The machinery is all driven by motor and oil engines. 
The power for the plant is secured from current furnished by 
the Texas Power &, Light Company. 
The very finest of silks 
are used on the reels of the mill and cost $100. 
These silks 
need renewing from time to time, the averaging life running 
from 1 to 6 months. This expensive feature of the mill is 
brought out to show that Messrs. Shelton spare no expense in 
keeping their mill up to standard so that the very best product 
is put on tin* market. 
This statement is made to show the 
readers that the Sheltons have spared no expense whatsoever 
in making the Comanche Mill a model institution and plant. 


The mill which is used for the griding of the wheat is the 
Midget Marvel Mill which is known universally over the Cnit- 
ed States as the perfection in mill machinery. The machinery 
is what is known as a self-contained mill or one where the wheat 
is fed into tlie mill and comes out flour making a whole wheat 
product. 
Tliis is the mill which created so much favor during 
the war times because of its high percentage of flour produc­ 
tion or in other words because by using this mill it is possible 
to k ee p flour out of the feed sacks and feed out of the flour 
sacks. 
There are more than 1600 of such mills used in the 
flour industry which is evidenced alone of the high class mach­ 
inery which is installed in the Comanche plant. 


The Comanche Mill in addition to the handling of flour 
is also prepared to grind oats, chop barley, corn, and in fact 
has machinery for the grinding of any kind of feed that might 
be desired. The grade of flour produced is the pure unbleach­ 
ed and unadulterated. 
The flour is well known in this section 
and is popular. 
In fact the housewife of Comanche county 
as well us in other sections of West Texas is rapidly learning 
that there is no better flour milled or sold in this section than 
that turned out by the Comanche Mill. 


At this time the mill has a daily capacity for handling 
10,000 pounds of flour, 96,003 pounds of chops 
and 12,000 
pounds of meal. 
The owners of the mill are working on the 
plan of enlarging the plant as soon as the business justifies it. 
From all indications that will be within the next year if pos- 
pects for raising wheat continue. 
This year the mill will not 
be able to near grind the crop to be harvested in the county. 
However storage capacity for 15,000 bushels of wheat has been 
arranged and the management of the mill has announced that 
the farmers will be given the advantage of this storage capac­ 
ity for storing wheat against the time when they will w’ant it 
ground into flour. 
It is the intention of the management to 
add another 10,000 pound capacity unit to the present equip­ 
ment which will give the mill a capacity of a car load of flour 
every 48 hours. 


One of the attractive features of the midget milled flour 
is the fact that all ingredients such as salt, iron, and vegetable 
oils of the w'heat berry are left in the flour w’hich gives it 
much more nutriment. 
In fact to mill flour with the mach­ 
inery contained in the Comanche Mill means the making of a 
perfect flour. In fact all flour milled by these mills is tested 
at the home office of the Midget Mill factory and the miller 
who is not getting perfect results is so informed by the Midget 
people and an expert is sent out To put the machinery in shape. 
The entire machinery of the Comanche Mill represents a cash 
outlay of something in the neighborhood of $10,000. 
This does 
not include cost of building. 


There is not an institution that has a wider effect in en­ 
couraging the wheat industry in Comanche county than the 
Comanche Mill. 
It is an institution that is deserving of the 
support of every individual in this territory who is interested 
in the future of the city and county.
